Mav it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, submit the following General 
Report of our proceedings during the year 1899. 

On May 4, 1899, Your Excellency was pleased to appoint the Rev. J. W. R. ConstituKani *£ 
Campbell to be a Commissioner in the room of the Rev. Wallace M‘ Mullen, Doctor of Commissioit. 
Divinity, who died in March, 1899. We regret to have to report the death, on March 1 
of the present year, of Mr. James H. Monahan, one of Her Majesty’s Counsel, 
who was appointed a Commissioner by Your Excellency in September, 1896. 

Your Excellency was pleased to fill the vacancy thus created, by the appointment of 
Sir Francis R. Cruise, m.d., on March 21, 1900. In other respects, the constitution of 
our Commission remains the same as it was in April, 1899, the date of our last Report. 

The names of the Commissioners are set out infra , Appendix A, No. I., page 8. 

We held Quarterly Meetings on January 19, April 20, July 1, 'and October 6, Meetings ami 
and Special Meetings on February 8, March 3, and August 9. At the meeting Attendants, 
held on January 19, we elected the Right Rev. Monsignor Molloy to be our Chairman, 
and the Rev. R. M'Cheyne Edgar to be our Vice-Chairman for the year. A Table 
of the attendances of the Commissioners is given infra, Appendix A, No. III., page 9. 

ihe Standing Committee met 19 times during the year for the despatch of Standing 
business, and in Appendix A, No. IV., is given a Table of the attendances of the Comnufete£ - 
, members of the Standing Committee.' The names of the Standing Committee as at 
I present constituted are given infra, Appendix A, No. II., page 8.

Comparing these figures with the corresponding ones for last year, it will be 
observed that there has been a decrease of over £1,100 in the receipts, much the 
larger portion of which is accounted for by a falling off in the amounts received for 
Rent. It is to be remembered, however, that during the year 1898, exceptional 
efforts were made to clear off arrears on the Fermanagh and Tyrone Estates, and, 
accordingly, the amount taken from these estates in that year was no less than 
£4,215— the combined rentals being £3,823 ; whereas, _ in the year lately _ expired, 
only £3,331 was received from the same estates. Turning to expenditure, it will be 
noticed that the amount devoted to educational purposes was increased b} r £431, 
while Estate expenditure was reduced by £347, and the amount payable in annuities 
to Head Masters, by £447 consequent on the death of the late Dr. Steele. 

We invested £53 Is. id., residue of Capital of the Pi’eston Queen’s County 
Endowment, and £83 Is. 5 d., like residue of the Banks Endowment, Eyreeourt, in the 
purchase of £129 2s. 2d. Consolidated 2f per Stock, which has been allocated to the 
respective Endowments in proportion to the above amounts. We also invested a sum 
of £253 6s. id., which had been paid in by the Fermanagh Protestaxxt Boax’d of 
Education, in further reduction of the outstanding mortgage debt due on Port or a Royal 
School, ixx the purchase of £183 Midland Great Western cf Irelaixd Railway 4 per cent. 
Debenture Stock, which has been placed to the credit of the Fermanagh Roman 
Catholic “ Building Fund.” 


The Ulster Roycd School Endowments. — The efficiency of the Schools sharing in 
these Endowxxxents continues to - increase. We beg to refer to our Secretary’s General 
Repox-t of the Inspection of these Schools and the Tabular information given therein, 
and we also refer to Mr. Mux-phy’s detailed Reports, as Lord Lieutenaxxt’s Inspector, 
of the Schools iix question. These documents will be found in Appendix C infra, 
pages 21-29. 

Dux’ing the School year eixded August 1, 1899, the number of pupils on the Rolls of 
the Schools was 590, being 23 less than in 1898. Three of the Schools, namely, the 
Royal Schools of Armagh axxd Cavan, axxd St. Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon, have 
increased their numbers by 34, but a falling off to the extent of 57 axnong the x-emaining 
Schools results in a net decrease of 23 pupils. The Inspector, however, reports the 
falling off to be due, mainly, to temporary causes. 

Two huxxdred and eighty-nine pupils competed at the Intermediate Examination as 
against three hundred and seventeen in 1898. The decx’ease is, however, almost 
entirely due to the raising, by oixe year, of the lower limit of age of pupils qualified 
to compete at these examinations. When we turn to the results of the Examinatioixs, 
we find that the efficiency of the Schools, as measured by the proportion of those who 
passed to those who were examined, increased from 64 - 7 per cent, in 1898 to 72 per 
cent, iix 1899. 

Last year we had to report that Armagh Royal School, for the second time in 
two consecutive years, had failed to fulfil all the conditioixs prescribed by the 
Scheme to entitle it to share in the Endowments of the Anxxagh District. Pursuant 
to the powers vested .in us by the Schedule to Scheme 34, we had already dispensed 
with the fulfilment of these conditions in x’espeot of the first of the years dux'ing 
which the failure occurred. The Scheme precluded us from exercising the dispensing 
power in respect of the second year, xxamety, the year ending August 1, 1898, and 
accordingly it becaixxe necessary for the Armagh Protestaut Board to consider how^ 
the Income received from the Estate dux-ing that year, should be applied. It | 
was conteixded on their behalf that the moneys might be applied to the purposes of' 
the School during the next subsequent year, provided that the School succeeded for that 
year in satisfying the conditions of the Scheme. We thereupon took the opinion of ! 
Couixsel, who advised us that none of the moneys in question could be applied for 
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the benefit of Armagh Royal School, but that they should be applied by the Armagh 
Protestant Board for the purposes of a School or Schools to be selected by them 
from among the Schools in the other Royal School districts which had fulfilled the 
conditions of the Scheme for the year ended August, 1898. The Armagh Protestant 
Board not contesting the correctness of this opinion, we adopted the same, and 
directed the Armagh Board to carry it into effect. They have done so, and the moneys 
have been paid over to the Boards of the Cavan and Raphoe Royal Schools. 

We are glad to report that Armagh Royal School, and Raphoe Royal School which Armagh and 
had also failed to fulfil the conditions prescribed by the Scheme, have retrieved Raphoe. 
their positions. The former School, under its new Head Master, appears to be 
increasing in popularity, and a re-organization of part of the Teaching staff at 
Raphoe has been attended with satisfactory results. 

Exclusive of the sum of £317 2s. 8 d., which was paid to the Cavan, Fermanagh, Money Dis- 
and Tyrone Roman. Catholic Boards of Education, by way of interest on their “ Building tributed. 
Funds,” the total amount which was divided during the year amongst the Ulster Local 
Boards of Education was £3,912, derived from the general Endowments of the 
Ulster Royal Schools in the following proportions : — Armagh, £736; Cavan, £204; 

Raphoe, £207 ; Enniskillen, £1,392 ; and Dungannon, £1.373. 

The Local Boards of Education. — In Appendix D, infra, pp. 31-45, we print the Local Boards. 
Annual Reports and Accounts of the Ulster Local Boards. 


Carysfort Roijal School Endowment.— W e distributed the net income, amounting to Carysfort. 
£l 27 2s. id., among the five Schools of the Carysfort District, in the following shares : 

Sheeana, £42 7s. 5 d., Ballycreen, £42 7s. 5 d., Ballinatone, £21 3s. 9 d., Aughrim, 

£11 17s. Id., and Mucklagh, £9 6s. 8 d. All the Schools are reported to be in efficient 
condition. 


The Preston Endowments . — Preston School, Navan. Under the provisions of Scheme 
No. 55 of the Educational Endowments Commission, we paid to the Meath Diocesan Navan> 
Board of Education during the year the sum of £337 6s. 8 cl., for the benefit of 
the above School. 

Preston School. Abbeyleix. — The number of pupils at this School, which was returned Abbeyleix. 
at 51 in the beginning of the year, had fallen to 44 in June, 1899, when our Secretary 
paid his visit to the School as Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector. We beg to refer to the 
Report of Inspection infra, Appendix C, p. 29. Twenty pupils entered for the 
Intermediate Examinations, and nine passed. We paid to the Abbeyleix Local School 
Authority their share of the Preston Endowments, amounting to £254 19s. 6 d. 


The Leamy Endowments, Limerick . — We applied the sum of £320 10s.^ 8 d. for the 
benefit of the two Schools entitled to share in this Endowment. The Share of the 
Leamy Protestant Board of Education was £147 18s. 6d. : the balance having been 
paid to, or applied for the benefit of, the Leamy Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The Hio-h School for Girls managed by the Protestant Board is conducted with fair 
success, and we are glad to learn that there is a likelihood of new and suitable School- 
premises being obtained. 

The Leamy National School, conducted by the Roman Catholic Board in the build- 
ings of the “ Leamy Free School,” maintains its high character.

Scheme No. 90. The Endoivments of Banagher Royal School, and the Diocesan 
School Funds. — The debt of the Banagher Endowments has been largely reduced during 
the year ; it now stands at £42 0s. okl. as against £153 16s. Id. last year. 

The question of applying the income of the Endowments regulated by Scheme No. 
90 for the purposes of Intermediate Education is still before us. We have invited the 
opinion of the Heads of the several Intermediate Schools in the localities to which the 
Endowments are applicable as to the best manner of dealing with the question.

The income of the Banagher Estate not being as yet available for educational purposes, 
the Scheme is capable of being put into operation only in respect of the Funds 
belonging to the Dioceses of Leighlin and Ossory, the Dioceses of Meath and Ardagh, 
and the Dioceses of Tuam, Killala, and Achonry, and while the total income of these 
funds is but £58, the number of Intermediate Schools which would appear to be 
interested is 42, and the number of pupils over 1,500 ; 1,230 being Roman Catholics, 
and the remainder Protestants, mostly of the 'Church of Ireland. 

Scheme No. 128. The Banks Endowment, Eyrecourt . — We have previously reported 
that the Manager of the Eyrecourt Male and Female National Schools, having- 
obtained possession of that part of the Banks Endowment known as the Eyrecourt 
Endowment School, has had the premises put in repair, and that we contributed £50 
out of the funds of the Endowment to the cost of such repair, and that the Eyrecourt 
Male .National School had been transferred to the premises of the Endowed School. 
It has beeii since efficiently carried on therein. The Eyrecourt Female National School 
is about to be removed from its present situation, which is unsuitable. 

The Local Body of Trustees constituted by the Scheme is empowered to apply the 
income of the Endowment, according to a plan to be submitted to and approved by us, 
for the promotion of the Technical or Elementary Education of the pupils of the Eyre- 
court National School, or of the Parish or the Town of Eyrecourt, or in aiding pupils 
of the Schools to obtain advanced education or practical training, or in providing prizes 
for deserving pupils of the schools. The Trustees have not, as yet, availed themselves 
of the powers conferred on them, and accordingly it becomes our duty to apply the 
income for any of the above purposes, after consultation with the Manager of the Eyre- 
court National Schools. We have asked the Manager to submit a proposal for the 
application of the. moneys, and we are informed by him that as soon as the Female 
National School has been transferred to the new premises which are being acquired, he 
will submit a plan for the application of the income of the Endowment. 

Scheme No. 143. The Viscount Limerick Endoivment, Fund oik . — We distributed 
the sum of £52 1 3s. 10 d., being the yearly income, among the Schools which proved 
their claim to share in the fund, in proportion to the numbers of qualified pupils from 
each School. The Schools and pupils were, respectively : — St. Mary’s College, Dundalk, 
ten pupils ; the Christian Schools, Dundalk, seventeen pupils ; and the Dundalk 
Educational Institution, fifteen pupils. 


Estate Management. 

In Appendix B, infra, IS os. IY. and Y,, pages 18, 19, we give summaries of the 
Rentals of our Estates to September-November, 1898, together with Abstracts of our 
Agents accounts, dealing with the same period. Our Receipts by way of rent were 
£5,890 2s. lOcZ., being a decrease of £167 on the previous } r ear. The Estate outgoings 
were about £90 less. 

Cavan Estate .- — The Sale of this Estate is now complete. With the exception of 
a small plot, which was sold to the Cavan Board of Guardians, for the sum of £8 5s., 
cash, the whole Estate was sold under the Land Purchase Acts, for the sum of 
£8,169, against which the sum of Guaranteed Land Stock of equal nominal value was 
advanced. The total expenses of sale were £554 135., of which the sum of 
£359 25. 8d. was paid in redemption of Tithe Rentcharge affecting the Lands. Of 
the remainder, £147 7s. 4 cl. represents our solicitor’s costs, £45 the costs of the 
tenants solicitor, and £3 35. miscellaneous expenses in connection with the sale. 
£457 Is. Qd. Stock has been sold and applied in part discharge of the expenses of 
sale ; the balance, £52 8s. 5 d., has been defrayed partly by the cash received from 
the Cavan Guardians, and partly by an advance out of other funds of £44 3s. 5 cl., to 
replace which a further sum of Land Stock will be sold. 

Fermanagh Estate. Considerable progress has been made with the sale of this 
Estate : it is hoped that it will be completed before the end of the' year. 
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Tenantry Schools . — We were enabled during the year to settle a question of some 
little difficulty in connection with the management of three of our Estates. Our prede- 
cessors established from time to time, on several of the Estates, Elementary Schools 
which were mainly intended for the benefit of the children of the tenants. They also 
endowed the Schools with salaries for the Schoolmasters, payable out of the income of 
the respective Estates. The Scheme under which we now act provides that the several 
Royal School Endowments shall be applicable for the purposes of Intermediate Educa- 
tion only, after payment of outgoings. Being advised that the payment of the salaries 
of the Schoolmasters of Elementary Schools was not authorized by the Scheme, we 
discontinued the payments, without however disturbing the position of the Masters as 
Teachers under the Board of National Education with which the Tenantry Schools had 
been placed in connection. The question of the disposal of the school premises remained, 
and we solved it by deciding to offer each Schoolhouse and site to the present Manager 
for a term of years, at a nominal rent, but with the obligation of keeping the premises 
in repair, and with the further proviso that if such Manager shall cease to hold his 
ecclesiastical office in the locality, or shall cease to be Manager, the lease shall terminate. 
All the Managers save one have accepted our conditions, and have executed leases on 
the terms agreed, and we hope to be able to settle the outstanding case in a satisfactory 
manner. 

All which we have the honour to submit to Your Excellency as our Report in the 
premises.

I.— GENERAL REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 

With respect to the Inspection for the year 1898-99 of the Schools selected by the Local Boards 
of Education to share in the 

Ulster Royal School Endowments. 


Between September 10 and September 24, 1899, I made my usual Aunual Inspection of the above Schools 
as Inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant under the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885. 

There are still ten Schools — one under the management and control of each Local Board of Education. 
Eight of the Schools are for male pupils only : the two remaining Schools, namely, Raphoe Royal School and 
St. Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon, are Mixed Schools, at which both male and female pupils are received 
and educated. 

The following Table indicates the accommodation afforded by each of the Schools for Boarders and Day 
Pupils, and shows the number of Pupils on the School Rolls, distinguishing between Boarders and Day Pupils 
and also between Boys and Girls.

A comparison of the Tables shows, in the first place, a decrease in pupils to the extent of 23 in number. 
I have satisfied myself that this falling off is due to temporary causes mainly. The number of com- 
petitors at the Intermediate Examinations has fallen from 317 to 289. This is almost entirely due to 
the raising, by the Intermediate Education Commissioners, of the lower limit of age for Preparatory Grade 
pupils. The results of the Intermediate Examinations, however, show a remarkable increase of efficiency in 
the Schools. 208 pupils passed out of 289 examined, giving a percentage of success of almost 72, as against 
64 - 7 last year, and in addition to this, the number who passed in the severer course prescribed by the Scheme 
has risen from 130 to 147, being an increase of 8 - 4 per cent. 

The higher efficiency of these Schools, as compared with all the Intermediate Schools offfreland, still 
continues to be maintained. 

In June 1899, out ol 17,392 pupils on the School Rolls, as returned to the Intermediate Education 
Commissioners, 7,768 proceeded to examination, being 44'7 per cent, of the numbers on the School Rolls. 
Gf these 5,305 or 68'4 per cent, passed. In the case of the Ulster Schools. 289, or almost 49 percent, of the 
total number in attendance for every purpose, proceeded to examination, and 208 passed, being 72 per cent, of 
the number examined, or 3'6 per cent, more than the corresponding figure for all Ireland. And in this connection 
it must be remembered that the efficiency of the Irish Schools generally is higher in the present year by no less 
than 6'3 per cent, over the year 1897-98. 

Further, 28-7 percent, of. the pupils of the Ulster Schools who were examined were Senior and Middle 
Grade pupils, of whom 84'3 per cent, passed — the corresponding figures for the whole of Ireland being, 
respectively, 20 per cent, and 75-2 per cent. 

The Ulster Schools have now been in operation for upwards of seven years under the Scheme of the 
Educational Endowments Commission, and it may not be out of place to institute a short comparison of 
numbers between the year 1890, which was the year before the Scheme was passed, and the present year. 

_ In the year 1890 the total numbers on the Rolls of the Ulster Royal Schools amounted to 89. Of these, 
13 passed the test of the Intermediate Examinations. In the same year, the four Schools -then in existence, 
which have since been brought under the benefits of the Scheme, had 121 pupils under instruction, of whom 
30 passed the Intermediate Examinations. 

In the present year there were 324 pupils receiving instruction in the old Royal Schools, of whom 94 passed 
the Intermediate Examinations. The four other Schools had 209 pupils on their books, and passed 82 pupils 
at the same examinations, but to these must be added the numbers for St. Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon, 
viz., 56 on Roll and 32 passes, giving a total of 265 pupils and 114 passes for the five schools corresponding 
to the Ulster Royal Schools. 

The condition and state of repair of the School premises is, generally, satisfactory. 

Considerable improvements are in process of being carried out at Armagh Royal School ; when they are 
finished, the sanitary arrangements and plumbing work will be in good order, and, in addition, an ample supply 
of hot water will be available. 

The Cavan Protestant Local Board are taking steps to have the sewerage, the sanitary arrangements, and 
the plumbing work of the School renewed after an approved system. 

The Female Department of Raphoe Royal School has been finished, and complete arrangements now exist 
for maintaining this School in a satisfactory manner as a mixed Boarding and Day School. 

Several necessary improvements are in course of construction at Portora Royal School, Enniskillen, but it 
will be necessary, in my opinion, to have at least two additional class rooms. At present, four distinct classes 
are conducted in the study ball, with the result that each class suffers much from the confusion and distraction 
caused by the presence ox three others. 

I have nothing to remark as to Dungannon Royal School except to report that the ventilation of one of the 
class rooms, to which I drew attention two years ago, has been arranged in a satisfactory manner. 

With regard to the five schools not vested in the Commissioners or in the Local Boards I have only to repeat 
my report of last year as to the anxiety and desire of the Local Authorities to carry out, so far as means 
permit, all reasonable improvements, 
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As far as my capacity, and my means and sources of information permit me to state, I am satisfied that the 
teaching staff of the Schools is suitable and efficient. In three of the Schools considerable changes in the 
personnel of the staff were found to be necessary and were made, and I consider all the Schools to be 
reasonably well provided in respect of teachers. 

With regard to the course of instruction given in the Schools, I may say, generally, that the ordinary 
literary and mathematical curriculum of Intermediate Schools is pursued regularly. No instruction is given, 
in either Drawing or any branch of Experimental Science, at St. Patrick’s College, Armagh, St. Patrick’s 
College, Cavan, and St. Macarten’s Seminary, Monaghan. As, however, an extended course of instruction in 
Physical Geography is regularly given at each of these schools, I cannot report that no instruction is afforded 
in Physical Science, and although the strict letter of the Scheme would seem to be complied with, I give ic as 
my strong opinion that the spirit of the Scheme requires that a set and graduated course of Drawing or 
Experimental Science, and, if possible, of both Drawing and Experimental Science, should find its place in 
the Time Tables of these Schools. It is right, however, that I should state that, in the case of St. Patrick’s 
College, Armagh, and St. Patrick’s College, Cavan, the course of Natural Philosophy which had previously been 
taught was dropped, not with any desire or intention of evading the obligations imposed by the Scheme, 
but simply because in these Schools, where Greek is an essential subject, the rule of the Intermediate Board 
limiting the number of marks obtainable in each grade, discourages the teaching of Natural Philosophy. In St. 
Macarteu’s Seminary, Natural Philosophy was struck out of the School course for a similar reason, the College 
authorities assuming, wrongly, but in perfect good faith, that the requirements of the Scheme were complied 
with, so long as they had a teacher competent and ready to teach Natural Philosophy to any student who 
might require instruction therein. 

In this connection, I may state, that in my opinion, no completely adequate provision for the teaching of 
Experimental Science exists in any of the Schools. The Rules of the- Intermediate Education Board do not 
favour the teaching of this subject, but it seems to me, that Schools which derive part of their endowment 
from public sources other than the Intermediate Funds should make provision for the teaching of a set of 
subjects which, besides being of high educational value, form the foundation to the industrial advancement 
of the youth 'of a country where industries are in such a backward condition. 1 may mention that several 
of the Schools, notably St. Patrick’s College, Armagh, and Dungannon Royal School, possess a considerable 
equipment of Philosophical instruments, so that in many cases the completion of the arrangements would not 
involve very much cost. 

At several of the Schools, I took advantage of the opportunity afforded by my visit, to conduct short oral 
Examinations in Latin and French — reading and sight translation, and in English handwriting and dictation. 
In the two first mentioned languages the reading and rendering was, on the whole, extremely creditable, and. 
I am glad to be able to report that, in most of the Schools, French is taught orally as a living language ; in. 
one case I came, without notice, into a French Class, where the lesson of the day was being taught, in French, 
in a very practical subject, to boys who quite appreciated the value of the lesson. In some of the Schools, the 
writing was good and the dictated passages taken down with commendable accuracy. In others, however, 
both Dictation and Writing leave a good deal to be desired. 

Fair attention is given to English Elocution, but, in some cases, want of sufficient class rooms much hampers' 
the efforts of the Teachers. 


The Time Tables of studies are, on the whole, fair and reasonable. I think, however, in every case, there 
should be a short interval for recreation, say a quarter of an hour, in Morning School, and also in Evening 
School where it exceeds two hours duration. In four of the Schools, the weekly half holiday is given on 
Saturday. This in my opinion is nearly useless. The time when both teachers and pupils require a break in 
their studies is in the middle of the ..week. 

Free Places . — These privileges appear to be coming more into favour, but the evidence which T have gathered 
from all the districts, is practically unanimous, that one of the Free Places, at least, in each district, should be 
of sufficient value to entitle the holder to become a boarder, without cost to himself, for at least one year in the 
school where the Free Place is tenable. I can entirely confirm this view, and I would only point to the remark- 
able success which attends the Examinations held by the Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board — the last com- 
petition attracting no less than thirty-two candidates (of whom twelve showed exceptional merit) for house 
scholarships at St. Macarten’s Seminary, value £25, £15, £10. and £10 respectively. 


In conclusion, I beg to report that the buildings and premises have been sufficient and suitable for 
efficient Intermediate Schools, and have been maintained in good order, that competent staffs for the efficient 
teaching of the subjects specified in the first Schedule of the Scheme have been employed during the School 
year, and that Intermediate Education has been regularly afforded to the required number of pupils of the 
prescribed age, in the prescribed subjects at least, and that, in my opinion, all the Schools selected by the Local 
Boards are qualified, within the meaning of the Scheme, to receive benefit from the several Royal School 
Endowments applicable in the districts to which they respectively belong.

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Ia. Detailed Reports of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector. 


I. Armagh Protestant Board of Education. 

The attendance of the members of the Armagh Protestant Board is improving, and I am 
bound to say that those members who attend regularly work earnestly for the welfare of 
the School. The provisions of the Scheme have been duly observed. 

Armagh Royal School. 

My anticipations of the recovery of Armagh Royal School have been fully realised. During 
1898-99, Mr. M‘Donnell had 44 pupils in regular attendance, as against 37 altogether in 
1897-98. Twenty-five pupils were within the prescribed ages, and were in regular receipt of 
Intermediate instruction in the prescribed subjects, and in addition there were 9 boys 
under twelve years of age doing Preparatory Grade work. Sixteen boys proceeded to the 
Intermediate Examinations, 11 passed generally, and 8 passed in the qualifying subjects 
of the Scheme. In addition to these, one boy passed into Woolwich direct from the School, 
and two were successfully prepared for entrance at Trinity College, Dublin. 

As the result of a somewhat prolonged visit to the School, I am satisfied that the teaching 
staff is efficient, and that the teaching is honest, earnest, and good. In the upper classes, 
French is taught in French, and the knowledge of the boys is tested by questions put in 
that language, the answers to which are given in the same language, with a pronunciation 
that does Dr. Bearder credit. 

Practical Chemistry is taught by Mr. Loundes under considerable difficulty, but with success — 
the Woolwich candidate scoring 60 per cent. I would suggest to the Local Board the 
expediency of fitting out, with fair equipment as a laboratory, the garden-house in which 
Mr. Loundes conducts his classes. 

The School premises, generally, are in good order, and I was glad to find considerable 
improvements and additions in progress, namely, a new lavatory, dressing-room, and bath- 
room, with complete hot and cold water arrangements. 

The obnoxious water-closet and bath-room in connection with one of the disused dormitories 
is about to be set right, as a preliminary to the dormitory being again occupied. 

In all respects, Armagh Royal School has complied with the requirements of the Scheme ; it 
is, in my opinion, an excellent Intermediate School.

II. Armagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The attendance of members was good, and I am satisfied that the Local Board have duly 
discharged their duties under the Scheme. I have only to suggest that some of the money 
which has been accumulated should be expended in fitting up an Experimental Physics 
laboratory, and in establishing, or in aiding in the establishment of, a full Free Place as a 
boarder in St. Patrick’s College. 


St. Patrick's College , Armagh. 

Forty-seven pupils were returned as being on the roll of St. Patrick’s College for the year 
1898-99. Of these, 30 were within the prescribed ages, and were doing regular Inter- 
mediate work. The remainder were boys who were over age for any purpose under the 
Intermediate Education Act. These boys, nevertheless, received the same course of 
instruction as, and required and received considerably more attention than, the younger 
boys. Nineteen boys were presented at the Intermediate Examinations, of whom fifteen 
passed generally. Thirteen boys passed in the necessai'y subjects prescribed by the Scheme. 

The course of instruction is that pursued in ordinary Intermediate Schools. I find, however, 
that no instruction was given during the school year either in Drawing or in any branch 
of Experimental Science. As, however, regular instruction was given in a somewhat 
extensive course of Physical Geography, it cannot be said that no Physical Science was 
taught ; and although, technically, the provisions of the Scheme have been observed, I am 
strongly of opinion that the spirit of the Scheme requires, that a distinct and separate 
course of Drawing or Experimental Science should find its place in the curriculum of the 
School. It is right, however, that I should state, and I am glad to do so, that the 
President of the College has assured me that a regular course of Natural Philosophy, 
illustrated and demonstrated by appropriate experiment, will be at once aadea to the 
programme of studies. In this connection I may mention that the College already 
possesses a very fair collection of apparatus, but I think the Local Board should at once, 
out of their large balance to credit, place the President in funds to complete nis physical 
cabinet on a fitting scale. 
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The School premises, generally, are in good order and condition, but it would be well that the 
drainage system of the house should be overhauled, and the various connections properly 
trapped. The President has told me of certain contemplated changes and additions to the 
School premises, which have my warm approval. 

Free Places. — As in other districts, the advantage of free schooling only, without boarding, 
seems to attract but few competitors. From the whole of the Armagh district there were 
but four candidates for Free Places at St. Patrick’s College. The Local Board might with 
great advantage follow the example set by the Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board, by 
establishing at least one House Scholarship entitling the winner to a Free Place as a- 
boarder at St. Patrick’s.

III. Cavan Protestant Board of Education. 

The interests of the School continue to be the subject of the Board’s earnest attention. The 
attendance of the members is excellent, and their zeal receives a fitting reward in the con- 
tinued success of the School. I am glad to be able to report that the Board have decided to 
lay down, at considerable expense, a complete sanitary and drainage system for the School. 
In all respects the Board have fully discharged their duties. 

Cavan Royal School. 

The high standard of efficiency and success of this School has been well maintained, and the 
number of pupils is steadily increasing. There were thirty-two pupils on the roll, being an 
increase of four on the previous year. Twenty-eight pupils within the prescribed ages 
were in regular receipt of Intermediate instruction in the prescribed subjects. One of 
these was preparing for entrance at Trinity College, and nine were between twelve and 
thirteen years of age. Eighteen, therefore, were eligible to compete at the Intermediate 
Examinations, fifteen were presented at those examinations, fourteen passed generally, and 
ten passed in the qualifying subjects. 

The buildings and premises are in excellent order and condition. 

In all respects Cavan Royal School has fully satisfied the requirements of the Scheme.

IV. Cavan Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The provisions of the Scheme have been duly observed by the Local Board. I think, however, 
the lay members might take a little more interest in the affairs of the Board and of the 
School, and might exhibit that interest by attending more frequently the meetings of the 
Local Board. 


St. Patrick’s College , Cavan. 

The number of pupils in attendance at St, Patrick’s College, Cavan, during the year 1898—99, 
was fifty-seven, forty boarders and seventeen day boys, as against forty-four boarders and 
thirty day boys in 1897-98. I have ascertained that the decrease is due to an unusually 
large number of pupils having left the College in the year 1898. In addition, some of those 
who had previously been day boys became boarders, so that almost the whole of the drop is 
confined to the former class. Instructionin the ordinary Intermediate subjects was regularly 
afforded during the year. But the Time Table had no place for, nor was any instruction given 
in, either Drawing or any branch of Experimental Science. The explanation given to me 
of this omission was that the limitation, by the Intermediate Education Board, of the total 
number of marks attainable in each grade, necessarily led to the disregarding of Natural 
Philosophy and Drawing in a college like St. Patrick’s, where Greek, Latin, and one Modern 
Language are essential subjects. It seems to me, however, that the spirit of the Scheme 
requires that a, regular and distinct course of instruction in either Drawing or some branch 
of Natural Philosophy should be given, the more so as the college possesses an endowment 
outside the Intermediate funds. As, however, a regular course of Physical Geography was 

_ given, I cannot report that no Physical Science was taught. 

Twenty-one pupils were presented at the Intermediate Examinations, of whom eighteen 
passed generally, and thirteen passed in the prescribed subjects ; but as one of these was 
over nineteen years at the end of the School year, the number of qualified pupils is 
reduced to twelve. 

There were forty-nine boys within the prescribed limits of age in receipt of Intermediate 
education during the year. It is to be regretted that such a large number — over thirty — 
of these pupils were over the age for their respective classes. The instruction given 
appears to have been careful and thorough, as it undoubtedly was generally successful, 
particularly on the literary side. 

Football, cricket, and handball are played in due season, but it would be an advantage that 
a captain of the School should be elected from time to time by the boys themselves, to look 
alter the discipline of the playgrounds and the conduct of the games. 

The School premises are generally in good order, as well as the sanitary arrangements. 
ISew hot and cold water baths have been recently erected, but I would strongly recommend 
that their use be encouraged, or rather insisted on, by the fixing of a weekly rota in which 
all the students should in turn take their baths. 

The Time Table of studies is simple and satisfactory, but I have to take exception to the 
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selection of Saturday for the weekly half-holiday. The masters no less than the pupils 
require a break in their week’s work — this is the raison dfetre of the regular half-holiday. 
For such a purpose, however, Saturday afternoon is quite useless, if not downright pre- 
judicial. The half-holiday should be fixed for Wednesday or Thursday. 

Free Places. — The President of St. Macartan’s Seminary examined for Free Places. His 
report is of an encouraging nature. Six candidates competed ; the answering was of a 
high character — the two successful pupils scoring over 70 per cent. I think that in this 
School, as in the schools of other districts, it would be a great advantage if the Local 
Board and the Headmaster were to arrange for the establishment of one full House 
Scholarship or Free Place for a boarder at St. Patrick’s College. 

The School generally has complied with the requirements of the Scheme.

T. Donegal Protestant Board of Education. 

The Local Board have carefully observed the provisions of the Scheme, and I am glad to 
report that they have faced and practically overcome the disadvantage of having to go 
into debt to provide funds for their new buildings, by holding a most successful bazaar, 
which realised a profit of £406. 

-Raphoe Royal School. 

This School has, to a large extent, recovered from the state of disorganization into which it 
was thrown last year by the protracted illness of Miss Bain. Out of seventy-one pupils on 
the rolls, forty-four boys and twenty-seven girls, thirty-one pupils, fifteen boys and 
sixteen girls, were sent in to the Intermediate Examinations, of whom sixteen pupils, 
eight boys and eight girls, passed the examinations generally. Six boys and two girls 
passed in the subjects prescribed by the Scheme, but as one of the boys was over nineteen 
years of age, the School only succeeded in passing the minimum number in the prescribed 
subjects. 

The weakness in the girls’ department was marked, and I was accordingly not surprised to 
find that Mr. Bain had been obliged to change practically the entire staff of this branch 
of the School. The present staff appears to be suitable and efficient. 

Excluding three Senior Grade students preparing for First University Examination and a 
professional career, and excluding also six Middle Grade pupils who were preparing for 
Matriculation, the number of pupils in regular receipt of Intermediate education was fifty 
- — thirty boys and twenty girls ; and although the proportion of these who passed is small, 
it is right to state that the University pupils were remarkably successful — all the 
Matriculation candidates having passed, and oue pupil gaining an Exhibition at the First 
Arts Examination. It must also be borne in mind, that a number of the pupils were 
preparing for commercial life ; and having regard to these circumstances, the performance 
of the School at the Intermediate Examinations must be considered good on the whole. 

The buildings and premises are in excellent order; the new girls’ department has been 
completed, and is quite satisfactory. 

In my opinion, the School has complied in every way with the requirements of the Scheme.

VI. Donegal Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

Except in one particular, the Local Board have duly observed the provisions of the Scheme. 
No meeting was held between September 27, 1898, and April 24, 1899, a period of nearly 
seven months. The Scheme requires that a meeting be held once in every three months, 
and it seems strange that no meeting has been held at the close of the year. 

■St. Eunan’s Seminary, Letterkenny. 

During the year 1898-99, there were fifty-eight pupils on the roll of this School. And 
while the majority of them were within the Intermediate limits of age generally, no 
less than thirty-three were over the ages prescribed for the Grades in which then- 
capacities and educational advancement rendered it necessary that they should be placed. 
Whatever be the cause of this, whether it be the insufficiency of their primary education, 
or the neglect or self-interest of their parents, it is much to be regretted that these boys 
are thus handicapped at the beginning of their Intermediate oourse, as in most cases they 
are unable to attain their proper positions in the school before their Intermediate career 
closes. The remainder of the school — 25 in number — were all sent in to the Intermediate 
Examinations. They all passed except two, and although there was decided weakness in 
one mathematical subject, the character of the marks generally speaks well for the effi- 
ciency of the teaching given in the School. In this connection, I may mention that no 
distinction, so far as teaching is concerned, is made between the pupils of the several 
classes, whether they be Intermediate pupils or not. Fifteen pupils passed in the qualify- 
ing subjects prescribed by the Scheme. 

.Regular instruction was given during the year in all the ordinary Intermediate subjects. No 
Drawing was taught, but there was regular instruction to one class in Natural Philosophy, 
but without experimental illustration or demonstration. I think, however, a full obser- 
vance of the Scheme requires that a distinct course of Natural Philosophy, or Chemistry, 
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or Drawing should be given in the School to at least two classes, and that, if Natural- 
Philosophy be selected as the subject, some effort should be made to provide the necessary 
apparatus for teaching this subject experimentally. 

Except in one point, the Time Table is fair and reasonable. There is no break in the study 
between 9-45 and 12-45. In my opinion, it is not expedient to keep young minds on the 
stretch for so long a period as three hours. There should be a quarter of an hour’s- 
recreation about 11-15 o’clock. I think it would also be of great advantage if the weekly 
half-holiday, which is given on Saturday, should be changed to some day in the middle of 
the week. 

®ie addition of a class-room to the School, which has been effected by making use of a large 
room underneath the general schoolroom, has had very beneficial results. The premises, on 
the whole, are in good order, and, in my opinion, the School has complied with the re- 
quirements of the Scheme.

VII. Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education. 

The manner in which the Local Board attend to then- duties and in which they discharge 
them, leaves nothing to be desired. 

Portora Royal School, Enniskillen. 

Portora Royal School continues to maintain its high position. The number of boarders has 
increased — ninety-two were on the roll during the year ; and if Dr. Biggs is to receive any 
more, further dormitory accommodation will be required. There has been a decrease in the 
number of day pupils, which, however, may be due to accidental causes. Substantially the 
whole School is receiving regular Intermediate instruction. Eighty-four of the pupils 
were in the regular Intermediate classes, and, of these, fifty-nine were presented at the 
Intermediate Examinations, of whom thirty-three passed generally, and twenty-six passed 
in the prescribed subjects. The standard of efficiency of the Senior Grade was very high. 
Seven pupils were examined, and seven passed, three winning £50 prizes, and high honour 
marks largely predominating. Four pupils passed in the Middle Grade out of nine 
presented, the failures being confined entirely to over-age pupils. Twenty pupils passed in 
the J unior Grade out of thirty- nine presented. The main cause of the failures in this 
grade was weakness in French Grammar. Four boys were presented in the Preparatory 
Grade, and two passed. 

The usual Intermediate subjects, including Drawing, have been regularly taught by Dr. 
Biggs and his efficient staff, and I am glad to note that a new subject has been added to the 
course, viz,, Chemistry. This has been taught practically and with success, seeing that 
the four pupils who were examined passed. In this connection I would strongly 
recommend the Local Board to proceed to the proper equipment of the chemical laboratory. 
The room which is used is well-suited for the purpose, and with little expense the usual 
necessary appliances and fittings could be introduced, including a full and uniform set of 
re-agent bottles. 

While the general accommodation of the School is sufficient, it will, in my opinion, be necessary 
to provide at least two more class-rooms. At present four distinct classes are conducted 
simultaneously in the study hall, and, spacious though this fine room be, it is not large 
enough to prevent the confusion and distraction of four sets of voices going at the same 
time, to say nothing of the numerous opportunities for distraction which schoolboys are 
ever ready to seize. These disadvantages are particularly noticeable in connection with 
the English classes, as, amongst other things, they preclude completely any attempt at the 
cultivation of voice production. Two classes could be conducted satisfactorily in the study 
hall, which would leave two classes to be provided with new class-rooms. 

The premises are, on the whole, in excellent order. I noticed, however, a few damp spots, 
which should be attended to. I. would also recommend that fires be kept up for some 
time in the places where the damp shows. Several structural improvements of value were 
in progress on the occasion of my visit, notably the erection of a gas engine and pump 
in aid of the unsatisfactory town water supply, which does not reach the top of the School. 

Four candidates competed at the Free Place Examinations in the year 1898-99. Three boys 
scored over 70 per cent., and were admitted as day boys. I would suggest to the Local 
Board to consider the policy of establishing, by arrangement with the Headmaster, one full 
Free Place as a boarder. 

In all respects, the School has fully complied with the requirements of the Scheme:

VIII. Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of Education have duly discharged their duties under 
the Scheme. * ° 


St. Muccvrteris Seminary, Monaghan. 

The number of pupils on the roll was forty-five, being slightly less than the number for 
1897-98. All but two were within the prescribed limits of age. Thirty-six pupils were 
regularly instructed in the usual Intel-mediate programme. Thirty-two of these were 
presented at the Intermediate Examinations, and twenty-six passed generally. Seventeen 
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passed in the qualifying subjects. The standard of efficiency was high generally, but I 
have again to notice some weakness in Mathematical subjects, particularly in the Senior 
Grade. It is right, however, to state that a special class for boys weak in Mathematics 
has been created, and I am informed that the boys of last year’s Senior Grade class were 
not apt mathematical students. As in the cases of St. Patrick’s, Armagh, and St. 
Patrick’s, Cavan, Natural Philosophy and Drawing find no place in the Time Table. A 
branch of Physical Science, viz., Physical Geography, is taught regularly. In my opinion, 
the spirit of the Scheme requires that either Drawing or some branch of Experimental 
Science should be taught as a separate subject. I have pointed out this to the Headmaster 
and I am glad to report that he will at once establish an Experimental Physics class, and 
that he will provide, as soon as possible, a suitable collection of apparatus for practical 
illustration of and experiment in the subjects to be taught. 

The premises as a whole are in good order and condition. A valuable addition to the 
buildings is in process of erection which will provide a spacious play hall, a library or study 
hall, and a chemical or physical laboratory. 

I here are, however, some small matters to which I should call attention. An old water- 
closet should be removed, and its sewer connection carefully cut off. A dressing-room 
for games is badly wanted. The pan under a water-tap near one of the dormitories 
should be enlarged ; the drip at present is inclined to overflow and damage the flooring, 
desks in the study hall are dilapidated, and should be renewed. 

I have also to ask the School authorities seriously to consider the necessity of inculcating 
habits of neatness, order, aud cleanliness in the boys ; in their sleeping rooms I discovered 
many evidences that neither the toilet arrangements and necessaries nor the boys’ 
kits were at all what they should be, and that what they had were not used as they 
should be. 

Thirty candidates competed for Free Places, and four were awarded. The answering was in 
general a great improvement on last year’s competition. 

In general the School has fully complied with the requirements of the Scheme.

IX. Tyrone Protestant Board of Education. 

The members of this Board attend well to their duties and fully carry out the provisions of 
the Scheme. 

Free Places . — The want of appreciation of these privileges still continues. Only two 
candidates competed at the last examination. The Board has now a very considerable 
income, and I strongly recommend them to consider whether, out of their own income 
entirely, or by sharing the expense -with the Headmaster, two or more full Free Places for 
boarders might not be offered for competition. This course has been adopted in a 
neighbouring district with most successful results, and I am confident that the establish- 
ment of House Scholarships of— say— £40 a year, would attract to the School promising 
boys from all parts of the district. 

The books, minutes, and accounts are all in order and well kept. 

Dungannon Royal School. 

During the year 1898-99, 60 pupils were in attendance at Dungannon Royal School, as 
against 78 in 1897-98. I have inquired into the causes of this serious drop, and I have 
satisfied myself that those causes have been removed — effectively, I think — owing to the 
vigilance and energy of the Secretary to the Local Board, and the promptness with which 
the Headmaster acted. The School is again on the rising gradient, the number of 
boarders is the same as in 1897, and the day boys are increasing in number. For some 
reason the number of day boys coming by train has fallen off. I think the remedy for 
this is to be found in following the example of the Tyrone Roman Catholic Board, and that 
the Protestant Board should defray, out of the funds in their hands, part of the cost of 
the schoolboy’s periodical railway tickets. 

As tested by the Intermediate Examinations, the School is doing well. There were 39 pupils 
of Intermediate age following the Intermediate courses at the School. Thirty-four were 
within the ages of their respective grades, and 28 of these were examined, of whom 
20 passed. The marking showed that consistant and regular work had been done. Four 
Exhibitions and four prizes were won by the School, and the Gold Medal in Modern 
Languages, in the Middle Grade, was carried off by W. D. Matthews for distinguished 
success in Latin, French, German, and Italian. In addition to the Intermediate boys, 
there were 12 in the V. and VI. Forms who were proceeding for university or professional 
careers. I am informed that they have all done well. 

A notable feature is the success attained in Chemistry in the Junior Grade. This is due to 
the careful use made of the not too- well-equipped laboratory by Mr. Bingham, whose 
method of instruction in Experimental Science has received the favourable notice of the 
South Kensington authorities in connection with the Science classes lately established in 
the School. The exigencies of teaching, however, in the ordinary Intermediate subjects, 
leave but little time for Science teaching ; in fact, instruction in Science is confined to one 
hour a week for each class. This is not fair to either pupil or teacher, but as long as the 
Intermediate Education Board give such a preponderating value to literary subjects, it is 
riot to be expected that an Intermediate School, even if otherwise endowed, as Dungannon 
is, can find adequate place in its Time Table for Science. Accordingly, the South 
Kerismgton Examinations were discouraging simply because sufficient time is- not given to 
the teaching of Science subjects, and this is the more to be regretted as the School is 
possessed of a fairly equipped physical cabinet. 
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The School premises are in excellent order, and the ventilation _of the several l class-rooms 
leaves but little to be desired. I think the Local Board might with great advantage, 
spend soma money on the fitting and equipment of the Chemical Laboratory, particularly 
in providing a proper sink and water-tap, gas-burner, sandbath, &c., anu a uniform set of 
re-a"ent bottles, as the present make shift set must materially increase the difficulties of 
Mr, 0 Bingham in the teaching of a subject where order, regularity, and neatness are 

The School generally has been efficiently and regularly conducted as a good Intermediate 
School, and has complied with the requirements of the Scheme.

X. Tyrone Roman Catholic Hoard of Education. 

The provisions of the Scheme have been duly observed by the Local Board. I notice, 
however, that representatives of the Diocese of Derry seem to take no interest in the 
business ’of the Board— at all events, they do not attend the meetings thereof. 

.St. Patrick's Academy, Dungannon. 

Judged by increasing members and by the test of the Intermediate Examinations, this mixed 
School of boys and girls has been remarkably successful. The numbers on the roll have 
risen from 28 boys and 12 girls in 1898 to 35 boys and 21 girls in 1899. Twenty-two 
boys and 10 girls passed the Intermediate Examinations generally, and no less than 
21 pupils— 17 boys and 4 girls— passed in the subjects prescribed by the Scheme. A 
comparison of the marks of 1899 with those of 1898 shows, in the boys’ department, a 
decided increase of efficiency. In the girls’ department there was weakness, and 
careful inquiry and examination have led me to conclude that this weakness is due mainly 
to the crowding together of the whole of the girls’ department into the one rather small 
room which is used as a temporary school-room, and also, but in a lesser degree to the fact that 
the two teachers of this department had too many subjects to teach. I am glad, however, 
to be able to report that, since the commencement of the present school year, the teaching 
arrangements have been re-organized, and the services of several of the teachers of the boys’ 
department have been rendered available for the girls’ side of the school. Everything was 
satisfactory in the boys’ department, save for some weakness in Greek and Drawing. 
With regard to the School generally, I have again to emphasize the necessity of providing, 
as soon as possible, proper and adequate school premises. I understand, however, that 
the estimate for the new buildings is almost ready. I think some attempt might be made 
to teach some branches of Experimental Science — at all events in the boys’ department — 
more particularly as the School possesses a small but useful collection of instruments. 

■School Staff. — The Headmaster, Father O’Connell, has recently resigned, and his place has 
been filied by the appointment of a distinguished student of Maynooth College. 

Free Places — Thirty-one pupils, 15 boys and 16 girls, competed for these privileges, and no less 
than twenty-one Free Places were awarded. The Free Place includes also a Free Railway 
Ticket for such children as come by rail to the School. While I consider the practice of 
paying for the periodical ticket to be an excellent application of tire money in the hands of 
the Local Board, I question much whether the scattering broadcast of these rights to 
free education will serve the cause of education generally or confer much benefit on the 
recipients. People do not appreciate much that which they have not to pay fox-, and I fear 
that the winning of a Free Place will lead to the home work and prepax-ation, which is so 
essential, being done in a slovenly and lazy manner, seeing that the parent will not 
have the incentive of getting value for his money to make his child attend to his wox-k at- 
home. 

Having regard to the temporary chax-acter of the School premises, and the necessax-ily not too 
extravagant equipment thereof, I consider that the School has fully complied with the 
requix-ements of the Scheme.

II. SCHEME No. 111.-PREST0N, QUEEN’S COUNTY, ENDOWMENT. 

REPORT OF INSPECTION. 

The Local School Autliox-ity has dxxly dischax-ged its duties and functions since the date of xxxy 
last visit. The attendance of the members is good. The Bank Debt has also been x-edxxced ; 
but I think some local effort will have to be made to clear it off, as the iixcome derived fx-om 
the Preston Endowment is not more than sufficient to keep the School in efficient condition. 
I am glad to learn that the question of the manner of appointing and dismissing Under 
Masters engages the serious attention of the Local Authority, and I have reason to believe 
that it will be arranged on a satisfactory basis. The books are well kept as usual. 

The School continues to do well. On the evening of May 29 I paid an unexpected visit to 
the School. Notwithstanding the near appx-oach of the Intermediate Examinations, I was 
pleased to find that advantage was being taken of the presence of a Theatrical Com- 
pany in Abbeyleix to give the boys a much px-ized tx-eat, and a useful relaxation fx-om then- 
evening study. On May 30 I paid my visit of inspection. There were forty-four pupils 
-of the school, of whom twenty-five were Intermediate pxxpils, two were px-eparing for Royal 
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University, First Arts ; four were in the Commercial Class, and the remainder doing sub- 
intermediate work. The pupils are divided into six classes, and there are three teachers, 
vlz - The Head Master, the Vice-Principal, and a Female Teacher. 1 examined the Junior- 
and Preparatory Classes in Latin Author (unseen passages), French, and some English, 
and the Junior Class in Latin Composition, and very shortly in the use of Experimental 
Science Apparatus. I also set a Manuscript passage for the Commercial Class to trans- 
scribe. The unseen Latin was, on the whole, rendered accurately and well — the reading 
of the passages was good. Grammar — accidence especially — was good, but while the 
quantities were correctly given, the Prosody of the Hexameter Verse seems to present 
difficulties. The reading and pronunciation of French were very creditable, and sight 
translation good. The Vice-Principal, Mr. Wood, is making good use of his small but 
judicious collection of Physics apparatus, and I have no doubt that at the time of my next 
visit I shall find the boys familiar with the use of the instruments, and possibly, also, with 
the abuse of such of them as can be made to produce explosions. The transcript of manu- 
script was good ; but the pupils who returned papers concurred in making the same set 
of small errors. I consider the teaching at the Preston School to be good and thorough, 
and although two masters and a female teacher seem to be a small staff to conduct six classes 
with a variety of subjects, I do not consider that any fault can be found with the quality 
of the work done. 

The boys look healthy and well cared. The time and opportunities for recreation sufficient ; 

> la ^ ler think that two and three quai-ter hours for evening preparation, viz. — from 
5.45 o’clock to 8.30, is too long a stretch for growing boys to be continuously at work. I 
would suggest a quarter of an hour’s interval at 7 o’clock. I also think that, in Hie 
summer cricket should be fully encouraged as well as lawn tennis. 

The buildings are in good order and condition.

III. SCHEME No. 95— LEAMY ENDOWMENTS 

REPORT OF INSPECTION. 

Leamy Protestant Board of Education. 

The Board have, in general, observed the provisions of the Scheme, and have carried the same 
into effect. The attendance of members still leaves a good deal to be desired, but this- 
condition of affairs is due, to a certain extent, to illness. A considerable amount of busi- 
ness appears to have been transacted without a quorum being present. It is to be hoped 
that m future the attendance will be better, and that, in particular, no money business be 
transacted except at a properly constituted meeting. The books and documents are, as 
usual, well kept ; but the minutes are not too extensive. 


High School, Mallow-street, Limerick. 

There are thirty-six pupils on the roll— eight boys and twenty-eight girls. They are divided sub- 
stantially into three classes— Infants, 11; Junior, 13; and Upper, 12. Three pupils of the 
Upper class are preparing for the Junior Grade Intermediate Examination ; the remainder of 
this class are doing the Preparatory Grade work, but are not going in for examination. I 
examined a number of the pupils in English, French, and Arithmetic. In the last-mentioned 
subject there is a distinct improvement, due, no doubt, to the appointment of Miss Young 
as teacher. The other two subjects continue to be well taught. 

The necessity for a new schoolhouse has become very pressing, both for the health as well as. 
for the progress of the pupils. I am glad to learn that there is a chance of suitable premises 
being acquired a chance which Mr. Dowd, who is always energetic and watchful in the 
interests of the School, will, I am sure, not allow to slip by. 


Leamy Roman Catholic Bowrd of Educatwa. 

The attendance of the members at Board meetings continues to be good. The minutes are duly 
kept, but I do not find that the requirements of the Local Government Board as to audit 
nave yet been completely complied with. This matter, however, is being looked to, and 
doubtless the requirements of the Auditor will be complied with. Due effect is <dven on 
the whole, to the provisions of the Scheme. 

Leamy National School, Limerick. 

This large School continues its career of prosperity and success. The average attendance 
might be somewhat higher— in a large city school, 432 out of 590 is not too good. Some- 
of the class-rooms are barely large enough, and the stuffy atmosphere is not helped by the 
very defective system of ventilation. I am glad, however, to learn that arrangements are- 
being made for the complete and thorough ventilation of the School. I would suggest the- 
expediency of opening evening classes in technical subjects.

We have again to report that no candidates entered for the Free Place Examinations, which were advertisec 
in due course. , „ . , . , , 

A sum of money was placed at the disposal of the Head Master by Mr. R. G. M'Crum, which provic e a 
number of prizes which were distributed at the end of the school year. . . . 

At the meeting of the Board held on November 29th, the Hon. Secretary read a notice received from the 
Commissioners of Education to the effect that the Royal School had not, during the year ending Augus s , 
1898, fulfilled the conditions prescribed for sharing in the money received by the Board from the Koya 
School Endowments. The Hon. Secretary and Mr. Peel were directed to obtain Counsel's opinion as to how 
the Board should act in consequence of the receipt of this notice. 
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On February 28th, the opinion obtained by Mr. Stronge and Mr. Peel was considered by the Board. It 
was in effect that the Board might use money received from the Commissioners to pay the expenses of the 
School up to August 1st, 1898, but that no subsequent expenses could be paid until the School again qualified. 
It was accordingly decided that any money received from the Commissioners should be lodged to a suspense 
account until the Royal School should again become qualified. 

On July 26th, the Hon. Secretary read to the Board the opinion of Sergeant Campion, on a case submitted 
to him by the Commissioners of Education, on the matter above referred to, which was to the following 
effect, viz. : —That the money received by the Board from the Commissioners in the year ending August 1st, 
1898, should not have been expended on the Royal School, and that an equal sum should be expended nunc 
pro tunc in the manner required by the last clause of Section 57 of the Scheme. 

The Board thereupon decided that they were not disposed to dispute the correctness of Sergeant Campion’s 
opinion, and that they would devote a sum equal to the amount received from the Commissioners during the 
year in question (less £15 for the necessary expenses of the Board) according to the provisions of the last 
clause of Section 57 of the Scheme, and the Hon. Secretary was directed to consult the Lord Lieutenant’s 
Inspector and to make proposals on the matter at the next meeting of the Board. 

The Board have authorised the Headmaster to make any alterations in the Royal School premises that 
may be necessary for the supply of hot-water for baths, &c., in connection with the dormitories, and have 
undertaken to contribute to the cost as far as the funds at their disposal will admit. 

During the year covered by this Report the Board has expended £27 4s. on repairs to the Royal School 
premises, executed prior to August 1st, 1898. They have also expended £4 4s. on counsel’s opinion, and 
£5 in petty cash for their Hon. Secretary. Since the Board obtained the opinion above referred to from 
Counsel, the expenses of the School have been met by the Headmaster, pending the final settlement of the 
question. The Board, however, have sufficient invested capital (not derived from the Royal School Endow- 
ment) to enable them to apply the required sum so as to satisfy the obligation imposed upon them by 
Sergeant Campion’s opinion, and the money received from the Coinmissionei’s during the year 1898-9 can 
now be applied to meet the expenses of that year. 

The Board regret, however, that this temporary disqualification for the Royal School — for which a newly 
appointed Headmaster could be in no way responsible — should have resulted in the exhaustion of a fund 
which they had placed in reserve to insure the payment of rent and taxes, and to provide for any repairs 
to the School Buildings which may become necessary. And they again call attention to the fact that the 
smallness of the resources at the command of the Board expose the Headmaster to financial risks and 
anxieties from which the Headmaster of a Public School should be exempt. 

An abstract of the accounts, last audited by the Local Government Board, is appended.

We have the honour of submitting to you the Eighth Annual Report of proceedings of the Donegal 
Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

During the year ended 31st July, 1899, there were four meetings held at which the Chairman presided. 
There has been no change of professors in the High School, Letterkenny, last year. The Very Rev. Joseph 
Boyle, p.p. ; Mr. Patrick MMenamin, j.p., and Mr. M. M'Fadden, j.p., tendered their resignations last year, 
which were accepted, and in then- places were co-opted Very Rev. John Doherty, p.p., St. Johnston; Mr.

Owing to the flourishing state of Portora Royal School, and to the improvement in the Board’s financial 
condition, the Governors were able to pay a further instalment of £250 towards reducing the debt on the 
premises, making the total sum now paid paid £2,000, and the balance outstanding £1,500. 

The Board has in contemplation the erection of gas engine, pump and pump house for securing a constant 
and abundant supply of water to the premises, the present machinery being unsuitable for this purpose. It 
is also contemplated to erect a covered passage from the school-house to the dwelling-house for protection in 
severe weather, and to make further desirable improvements in various parts of the premises. 

The attendance has varied from 105 to 115 pupils, but the number of day pupils has slightly declined. 
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One free pupil (the only candidate properly qualified) was admitted in September, 1898, and one of the 
older free boys got his term of free education extended to a third year. 

Fifty-nine scholars were examined at the Intermediate Examination in 1899, and of these 33 passed — 27 
of whom passed in the qualifying subjects — a considerable increase on the preceding year. In the Senior 
Grade the results were specially good — 3 boys gaining Exhibitions of £50 each, and all the other candidates 
passing creditably. 

To increase the efficiency of the school, the Board added another Junior Master to the Teaching Staff. 

The Lough Erne Steamboat Company having applied for a Lease of a small piece of waste ground on the 
Lake Shore at Portora Point beyond the Old Castle, the Board requested you to grant same, while safeguard- 
ing the rights of the school property, and you have agreed to do so, provided the Company wishes to proceed 
with the construction of a Dock there. 

A dispute having arisen with Mr. A. J. Irwin, j.p., regarding gates erected by his brother over 20 years 
ago at entrance to back road over our property, the Board wishes to report what has been done in the matter. 
As the present Mr. Irwin’s brother placed a brass plate on these gates with the inscription, “ Private Road to 
l)erry (/ore, ” and as Mr. Irwin has only a right of way over the road, this Board soon after its incorporation 
in 1893, requested the removal of this notice. This request gave rise to lengthened correspondence, in which 
Mr. Irwin demanded a rent’from us for the right to have these gates on our property. In 1895, he erected 
a shed on Lake Shore, below “ Old Castle ,” without the Board’s consent. At the Board’s request he has 
removed this trespass ; but he has also taken away at same time the entrance gates, and threatens to prevent 
other ones being erected. The Board, however, is of opinion that it would be within its rights in erecting 
new gates, provided it grants Mr. Irwin free ingress and egress at all reasonable times.
